Would Be Tragic To Remove Rent 
Control Now, Gov. Warren Says 


LOS ANGELES (#)—It would 
be a “tragedy to remove all rent 
controls in California under pres- 
ent conditions’, Governor Warren 
today told a convention of Cali- 
fornia American Legionnaires 
here. 

Although, he said, he does not 
like controls “in time of peace”, 
the Governor declared the “‘great- 
ly swollen population (in Cali- 
fornia) of recent years has caus- 
ed us to have a shortage of a 
half million homes. If the con- 
trols wer@ removed at this time 
and as many as one out of 10 land- 
lords acted appressively, it would 
create untold hardship on the peo- 
ple of our state and particularly 
our returning veterans.” 

The Governor said he only re- 
cently received a report from the 
state real estate commissioner 
disclosing that since there is no 
longer a control of rentals on 





homes not previously rented, own- 
ers of new units are establishing 
new rent levels. 

“Two bedroom homes,” Warren 
said, “which under Federal rent 
control would have had a ceil- 
ing of $50 to $60 per month... 
are now offered at $100 to $125 
per month, with plenty of renters 
available. What such a rent in- 
creas2 would do to our young vet- 
erans who have no place to which 
they can move, is obvious. It 
would impoverish them. It there- 
fore seems clear to me that until 
available houses for rent balance 
the need for such houses, we must 
have some form of rent control.” 

The Governor also told the Leg- 
ionnaires the state has purchased 
7,500 homes for World War II 
veterans, but that 90,000 have es- 
tablished eligibility for aid un- 
der the State Farm and Home 
purchase act.

McNeil Charges 


NEW YORK (/) — Britain 
warned today that if the Soviet 
Union persisted in trying to force 
its own will upon the world “the 
unstable peace of the world will 
crumble and crash” with “hideous 
consequences”’, 

British Minister of State Hec- 
tor McNeil delivered this warning 
before the United Nations assem- 
bly in a 6600-word basic policy 
statement for the United King- 
dom, 

He vigorously attacked Russia 
and at the same time appealed to 
Moscow to drop what he called 
its inflexible and unyielding atti- 
tude on world problems. 

McNeil ridiculed the charges of 
Russia‘s Andrei Y. Vishinsky that 
there is ‘‘war-mongering” in the 


United States. McNeil called 
Vishinsky’s attack “a comedy 
piece’’. 


He then denied  Vishinsky’s 
charges that the Marshall plan for 
economic aid to Europe threaten- 
ed the sovereignty of any coun- 
try, and accused Russia of ob- 
structing. atomic control and par- 
alyzing the security council by 
her 20 vetoes. [ 

McNeil, wearing a blue busi- 
ness suit and a dark red tie, was 
in an affable mood before making 
his speech. He chatted and laugh- 
ed with Vishinsky, and sat for a 
moment on the arm of the chief 
Soviet delegate’s chair with his 
arm about Vishinsky’s shoulder. 

Today’s opening speaker, Faris 
El Houry of Syria, delivered a 
vigorous attack on the plan to 
divide Palestine into separate 
Jewish and Arab countries—a plan 
which the British cabinet is re- 
ported ready to support. 

McNeil prefaced his prepared 
speech by saying that the assem- 
bly would not expect him to fol- 
low El Khoury’s§ Arab-country 
line and go into the Palestine 
question in detail. It was noted, 
in fact, that McNeil’s text con- 
tained no reference to the Pales- 
tine question.

Nearly 7 Million 
Boxes Of Citrus 
Lost In Storm 


WASHINGTON (#)—The ag- 
riculture department estimated 
today that last week’s hurricane 
caused the loss of between five and 
seven million boxes of citrus fruit 
in Florida. 

It figured the loss at between, 
four and five million boxes of 
grapefruit and one to two million 
boxes of .oranges. Florida last 
year produced: about 30,000,000 
boxes of grapefruit and about 
53,000,000 boxes of oranges. 

The department said the storm 
also caused heavy losses to vege- 
table crops in Florida. Losses in- 
cluded 300,000 to 400,000 acres of 
snap beans and 2,500 acres of to- 
matoes, Eggplant, pepper and 
cucumber crops were also hard 
hit, the department said.

The exchanges and wholesale 
commodities price levels, which 
moved generally lower last week, 
were watched for an indication 
of whether a turning point in 
the record high cost of living 
had been reached. 

Wholesale butter dropped as 
much as two cents a pound in 
New York and two and a half 
cents at Chicago. Wholesale 
eggs were unchanged to two 
cents a dozen lower in Chicago 
and down as much as four cents 
on top grades in New York,

BALTIMORE—Perhaps the av- 
erage fan-among the millions who 
watch football games each fall 
never realizes that musty college 
yearbooks, yellowed © newspaper 
files or battered old handbooks 
contain most of the records of 
the game. 


Now, something is being done 
about keeping official scoring 
charts of college and proféssion- 
al games, although progress still 
is slow. © 


Unlike baseball, where official 
scorekeepers have jotted down the 
play-by-play records for years past, 
football results. have been_ left 
pretty much to the scoreboard at 
the end of the field. When the 
scoreboard attendant went home 
with the crowd, the sports writer 
had to tell what happened. There 
was no official scorebook for later 
reference. 

Edward N. Hutchinson, Balti- 
more sportsman noticed one day 
several football scorers using ruled 
charts — usually makeshift ver- 
sions—for football games. 

The idea wasn’t exactly new, 
but most of the charts were small, 
and either home-made or cheaply 
printed. Some had the field marked 
out every 10 yards, others showed 
five-yard lines. 

Hutchinson went to a printer, 
told him what he wanted and pro- 
duced an attractive, uniform chart 
with light green color to show up 
the playing field. 

He passed around copies among 
his press box friends, and the res- 
ponse was terrific. Using a red 
pencil to chart progress of one 
team, and a blue pencil for the 
other, they found that scoring a 
game with simple standardized 
symbols beat pages of voluminous 
notes. Four charts are used per 
game, one for each quarter. 

Ed copyrighted the chart in 
1945, and that year Usa Bushnell, 
commissioner of the Eastern In- 
tercollegiate Football Association, 
adopted tthe system’ for official 
Scorers in that organization. 

Last year the Mason & Dixon 
Conference adopted the system 
officially, and Hutchinson says the 
pro All-America Conference will 
use the charts this season. 

“This is something the sport 
has needed for years,” says E. E. 
(Rip) Miller, Navy’s famed line 
coach. “I am quite sure that a 
great mdny people chart football 
games because we receive hun- 
dreds of letters from fans who 
send us their summaries of chart- 
ed games and ask us questions 
about different plays.” 

Hutchinson says he has a let- 
ter from an inmate of the Attle- 
boro, Mass., jail, asking how he 





could get copies of the charts.

HIGHER THAN AUGUST 





Building Valuation For Month 
Nears $100,000; Less Than ‘46 


For the second time in the year, 
building construction during the 
month will go over the $100,000 
mark in valuation. 

Unofficial figures so far this 
month, released by Building In- 
spector Richard Derby, have 


reached the $98,900 figure, and 
are expected to go over the hun- 
dred thousand mark before the 
close of the month. 

Estimate costs of September 
building so far brings the construc- 
tion figure so far in the year to 
$820,145.60, running slightly be- 
hind the figure of $944,652.27 for 
building through the first nine 
months of last year. 

Construction during the month 
fell far behind the figure for the 
same month last year when totals 
for the month read $167,909.50. 
Building for the month ran far 
ahead of August building activi- 
ties with $28,116 over the August | 
figure of $70,784. 

Largest construction undertaken 
during the month was a mezzanine 
floor at the No. 1 house of the Up- 
land Lemon Growers association, 
designed by Architect W. W. 
Aehe at the estimated cost of 
$9,000.

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Quick Prefabricated Homes Move 








































BY MAX 
WASHINGTON (#) — Some 
day hundreds of thousands of 


homes may be mass-produced on 
the assembly line, like autos. But 


that day is not here yet. 
Prefabricated houses — that is, 


houses made in factories and ship- 
ped in pieces to the site—have 
been produced more slowly than 
expected. 


This has been a bitter disap- 


pointment to people who hoped 
that these permanent little homes 
would have a major part in the 
fight against the present hous- 
ing shortage. 


When Wilson Wyatt was Fed- 


eral housing expediter, he set up 
these production goals: 
prefabricated homes in 1946, and 
600,000 in 1947. 


250,000 


But the office of the housing 
expediter says that only 37,200 
prefabricated homes were made 
in 1946. And only 18,275 were 
made in the first seven months of 
1947, 

One obvious explanation is that 
the government nas cut down its 
help to the industry. 

Wyatt was enthusiastic over 
“prefabs”, but not everybody 
shared his enthusiasm. He had 


Slowly Because Of Many Reasons | 


elaborate plans for stimulating 
the output not only of wooden 
houses but also houses made of 
steel, aluminum, concrete,, and 
porcelain. 

One of the factors in his re- 


signation last December was a 
fight with the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance corporation. Wyatt insisted 
that the RFC make more loans to 
people who wanted to enter the 
prefabricated industry. 

Another obvious reason for the 
‘slow progress of the industry was 
the shortage of lumber, nails, al- 
most all materials, especially dur- 
ing 1946 and the early part of 
1947, 

Harry H. Steidle, manager of 
the prefabricated Home Manufac- 
turers’ institute, mentions the 
1946 shortage of materials; the 
continuing shortage of plywood; 
‘the present high prices of mater- 
jals; and the fact that building 
codes in some cities hinder the 
erection of “prefabs.” 

He also blames “buyer resis- 
tance.” 

This amounts to saying that 
people haven't taken to prefabri- 
cated houses as readily as Wyatt 
expected.
